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material rolled about at l east a portion of the stem end of the floral grouping 
to provide a wrapper for the floral grouping with se-tbat the bloom end of the 
floral grouping is- being exposed and one of the first and second sides of the 
sheet of material overlapping the lower surface of the sheet of material , the 
lower surface of the sheet of material being releasably connected to the wall 
to display the floral grouping on the wall so that substantially the entire length 
of the wrapped floral grouping is visibly displayed on the wall. 

33. (Currently Amended) A flora! grouping display assembly, comprising: 
a wall; 

a floral grouping having a bloom end and a stem end; and 

a transparent sheet of material fofmed rolled to define a container having an open 
upper end and an open lower end , the floral grouping disposed in the 
container with the bloom end of the floral grouping exposed, the sheet of 
material being releasably connected to the wall to display the floral grouping 
on the wall so that substantially the entire length of the floral grouping is 
visibly displayed on the wall. 
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
